The method according to Claim 2, wherein a barrel finishing machine is used in 
the process of removing residual fine foreign matters.—

—9. A rolling bearing comprising parts fi'om which residual fine foreign matters are 
removed by the method according to Claim 2.-- 

—10. A rolling bearing comprising parts from which residual fine foreign matters are 
removed by the method according to Claim 3.-- 

—11. A rolling bearing comprising parts from which residual fine foreign matters are 
removed by the method according to Claim 4.- 

REMARKS 

Claims 1-11 are pending. By this Preliminary Amendment, Claims 3-5 are 
amended to remove multiple dependencies and Claims 6-11 are added to compensate for the 
material deleted from Claims 3-5. Prompt and favorable examination on the merits is 
respectfully requested.
